these claims, Involving benefits 
for 


long service prior to the death "of the 
teachers, should be denied. According 
to the state, this means that eventual- 
ly millions of dollars will have to be 
paid for prior service.

chairman. Thomas E. Lyons, in a state- 
ment to the legislature, frankly admits 
that the state must have more money be- 
cause of the "great advance in price lev- 


! els." 3I~. Lyons also calls attention to en- 
larged activities in highway building and 
education, both of which, show a lieavy 
inerease in expenditures. 


The increases for schools and high- 


ways do not. hem-ever, offer a sufficient 
explanation for the tremendous increase 
in the cost of administrative government. 
This cost has increased, as the Post-Cres- 
cent has previously shown, from less than 
$5.000.000 to more than -520.000.000 
in a period of ten years. The increase is 
largely due to the creation of innumer- 
able boards and commissions, whose 
num- 


bers have reac-lied proportions that are 
positively ludicrous, notwithstanding the 
burden they impose upon taxpayers. Xo 
increase in price levels can possibly justi- 
fy an average advance of $1.500.000 
annually for boards, commissions, etc.

The scientists ~\vlio "warmly advocated 


the Darwinian theory of evolution pre- 
sumed to think that it discounted the 
Christian heliei: and disproved inspired 
teaching. !Most of them openly professed 
being atheistic or agnostic. Adherents of 
the churches quite logically and properly 
concluded that it was their duty to defend 
the articles of their faith. 
There was 


formed and widened the breach between 
science and religion. 
Science, however, 


has not been ax magnanimous as religion 
in attempts to narrow this breach. In re- 
cent years religion—meaning the churches 
and

leaders — has taken a new 


point of view concerning the relationship 
with science.

''the church's documents 
and

teachings do not hamper the spirit of 
hono.st search for Iruth.'' 


Religion need not be fearful of science. 


Rcir-rK-c cannot shatter fundamental truth. 
At time.s scientific advance apparently is 
antagonistic to the ''church's documents 
find official teachings." but it is not really 
a contrary indication. .Many advances of 
science are through the dark, and the final 
objective of the movement is not visible. 
"vVlicu science does at least come to truth. 
it does not refute Christian teaching: in 
fact, is corroborates religious truth. 


The whole principle of religious opinion 


is that progress should be made in faith, 
and not in doubt. 
Science might well 


adopt a similar policy. 
Science does not 


actually originate; it cxplores'and dis- 
covers. 
"What it mistakes for an island 


on a new route to India turns out, to be a 
great continent. 
"What it declares today

If health and life were as highly regarded and n-* 


carefully guarded by our police us is property, any 
person found going about with something purport- 
ing- to be a "cold" unmuzzled would be suject to 
arrest, and isolation as a suspicious character. Free 
and unpremediated shooting is acciuiring the dig- 
nity of a popular sport in America. The morbidity 
and mortality attributable to this pastime are as 
nothing compared with the. frightful amount of sick- 
ness and the enormous death rate from disease 
spread by persons "who go about unmuzzled when 
they have what purport to be "colds," 


The two dozen different diseases which common- 


ly masquerade, at least at the o.nset, as- "just colds," 
and which are most infectious, most likely to. spread 
in the stage of onset, are all communicable in the 
spray of moisture which carries for a distance of 
four feet from the face when the individual talks 
without a mask or muzzle to catch the spray. There- 
fore any one coming down with any of these two 
dozen respiratory infections and kidding himself and 
the community with the notion that it is perhaps 
"just a cold," is likely to give his disease, whatever 
it may prove to be, to persons who happen to come 
within five feet of his face while he is talking, if 
he wears no mask or muzzle. 


I said two dozen different diseases masquerade in 


the stage of onset as "just colds." 
Let us run 


over the list once more, just to remind suspicious 
characters that we know enough to realize what has 
happened when we have been infected, and per- 
haps to make us hesitate a. little about blaming our 
plight on an imaginary change of- weather or 
undershirt or a stray draft or a wetting of our feet 
last week—this is the humorous side of the situ- 
ation: it is certainly funny how some people fall to 
cussing the weather.

The other disease conditions are not specific, which 
makes it all the more interesting, for the virus 
or germs -of Smith's "bronchitis or quinsy may cause 
either of these diseases or sinusitis or coryza when 
poor Jones gets in the way of Smith's barrage. 


Xo one under hea%-en can positively psedict at 


the onset of an alleged "cold" which of the fore- 
going two dozen diseases it is going to be. There- 
fore it is extremely inconsiderate for any one pur- 
porting to have "just a. cold" to approach within 
five feet of other persons unmuzzled.

Walsh of New York in His Lecture at 


Columbia College Sunday 


'"'The world usually honors heroes who have killed a great 


many men, but 1 am going to tell yon about a man Avho has saved 
more lives than any other one man." 
Thus began Dr. Walsh in 


his lecture 011 Pasteur at the local Columbia College Sunday morn- 
ing. From that moment the audience never relaxed attention 
while the speaker carried them over the various phases of Pasteur'; 
life. 
'

He continued by narrating the honors which over one hun- 


dred and fifty scientific bodies have bestowed upon the memory of 
Pasteur, one of France's immortals, during the late ceutenarv of 
his birth. And he predicted that, long after ma.ny names at pres- 
ent honored in the scientific field will have been forgotten, the 
name of Pasteur will only grow in esteem. 


Of interest to the younger students were Dr. Walsh's remark 


about the youth Pasteur. lie was born iu a small town, like so 
many of the world's great men. such as Virgil. Cicero and Shakes- 
peare. 
The city has a habit of suppressing people, while the one 


thing important is individually. 
This Pasteur had. tfe dared to 


shart new paths: he followed not the beaten path of public opinion. 
His parents were moderately poor, so part of their care devolved 
upon the youthful aspirant in the field of science, who worked in 
a chemical laboratory. 


A REAL SCIENTIST 


He was not long in his chosen field when he sought to extend 


the field of science. Discoveries he made, but the UMial laugh ol 
scorn was his bnlj- recognition by contemporaries 
AL'tcr a public- 


demonstration of his work wilh crystals 1he government asked him 
to look into the silkworm diseases. 
From that time on his effort 


for humanity. The stroke of apoplexy which was brought on by 
those who ?o bitterly attacked him did not hinder his labors not 
embitter his disposition, lie saved thn silk industry for France, 
lie conquered the fowl cholera and diseases of entile by inocula- 
tion. Then it wa.s that he lit upon the great theory of vaccination, 
by giving a mild form of disease and thus preventing against n -vi- 
rulent form 
In New York alone the death rate is now one-seventh 


of what it was seventy years ago. due largely to Pasteur's discov- 
eries. 
Formerly 200 out of every 1,000 babies under one year 


of age died in New York ; now, because of Pasteur's work, the num- 
ber who die out of 1.000 has been reduced to 50. 


A BENEFACTOR TO MANKIND 


Pasteur's unwillingness to profit in a pecuniary way nut ol 


the results of his labors was shown by his refusal lo head a big in- 
dustrial combine. ''What T have discovered is free and open tt 
the world.'1 he said, "my business as n scientist is to go on.'' That 
remark was characteristic of the utter unselfishness of his Hie. 
The deeper became his work in science, so much the deeper be- 
came his t'.nth in God. His life was n bcauliful example of manly 
and unshakable faith in a Creator, of a scientist's belief in a per- 
sonal Killer of the universe.
